Prinze dies as nurse tries to restore life 


LOS ANGELES (API - Comedian 
Freddie Prinze died Saturday as a 
nurse pounded on his chest, crying 
* Hang on! The world needs all the 
laughter it can get.” 


Nurse Linda Rufin s emergency 
measures could not restore the life 
that 22-year-old Prinze apparently 
decided to end in a fit of despair. 


Prinze, star of ‘‘Chico and the 
Man,” pumped a bullet through his 
brain early Friday as his horrified 
manager 
watched 
helplessly.- 
Friends said the young comic was 
despondent over the breakup of his 


year long marriage and the pres­ 
sures of his hectic career. 
Death came at 1 p m PST after a 
tense all-night vigil by family and 
friends. 
“ A doctor brought the wife and 
mother into a room and broke the 
news,*' said Paul Wasserman, 
Prinze'B agent and friend. “They fell 
on the bed and each other, crying " 
Prinze never regained con­ 
sciousness. Doctors, who operated 
on Friday, said the bullet passed 
through his head, causing massive 
brain damage 
Katherine Prinze, 26, who rushed 


to her husband s side after the 
shooting, had filed for divorce last 
month. He fired the fatal shot just 
after speaking to her on the 
telephone early Friday morning. 


Electronic signals marking his 
vital signs came to an abrupt halt, 
ending a promising acting career for 
a voung star whose popularity had 
skyrocketed with his role as a 
Mexican-American mechanic in the 
“Chico” series. 


James Komack, creator of the 
television series, called Prinze the 
“ most gifted entertainer of his 


lime,” a man who could be warm, 
funny and charming onstage but was 
uncomfortable in the real world. 
Komack had Prinze over to play 
backgammon Thursday night, just 
hours before the shooting. “The last 
time he spoke to me everything was 
happy, happy.” Karmack said “ He 
talked about his future. He laid out 
everything that was good. 


Komack said the young star, hav­ 
ing attained so much so early, was 
still uncomfortable with his world. 


“ All that charm, all that love, all 
that marvelous talent and all that 


niceness. He couldn t do that off­ 
stage,” said Komack 
Had Prinze been older when fame 
descended on him,' “he would have 
been sure enough and seasoned 
enough to look at the world 
properly.” 
____ 
“ Unfortunately, he had to grow up 
in the glare of the public spotlight, 
said Komack, “ and everything he did 
while approaching maturity was 
magnified ” 
Rican and Hungarian heritage,

years old when he did imitations of

Several hours after his deatl’ 
fellow entertainer and Prinze s clos 
friend, Tony Orlando, said: 


“We have nothing to say, excef

After two hours of bedside grie* 
ing, the family, accompanied b 
Orlando, was quietly hurried out c 
the hospital. A hospital spokesma 
said Prinze s body would remain I 
the morgue room in the medicr 
center for at least 24 hours, wher 
the coroner would conduct a 
autopsy.

WASHINGTON (A D - While the 
nrice of coffee was doubling last 
ear, more than 70 million pounds of 
;rern coffee beans entering the 
!mled States were found to contain 
nsects, mold, rodent droppings and 
ither contaminants. 
Thousands of pounds already in 
this country also were seized by the 
Food and Drug Administration after 
inspectors found them being stored 
and shipped under unsanitary condi­ 
tions. One batch contained human 
feces. 
Most of the contaminated coffee, 
whether it was detained at ports like 
New York, New Orleans and San 
Francisco, or seized after it had 
made its way into interstate com­ 
merce, was ultimately released for 
consum ption a fte r it had been 
cleaned under fr DA supervision. 


Figures provided by the National 
Coffee Association show, for exam­ 


ple, that it costs about $6 to recondi­ 
tion a 132-pound bag of coffee con­ 
taining insects, a cost which ul­ 
timately is passed on to the con­ 
s u m e r . Industry executives say this 
added cost “ is not a significant fac­ 
tor in the price of coffee to the 
American consumer.” 
“We don't like to deal with delayed 
coffee,” 
says an executive for 
General Foods, maker of Maxwell 
House. When a shipment is detained 
by the FDA, substitute coffee must 
be found and this often means paying 
more for lower quality, he says. 


Coffee is one of the most frequent­ 
ly detained of all imported foods, an 
FDA official says, but he is quick to 
point out that the volume of coffee 
imports is larger than most other 
foods. 
The total number of detentions and 
seizures, as reflected in statistics 
m ade a v a ila b le by the PD A, 


represented only a fraction of the 2.6 
billion pounds of coffee that entered 
the United States last year. 
However, the FDA official es­ 
timates that only 15 to 20 per cent of 
co ffee shipm ents entering this 
country actually are inspected. 
Statistics for other food item s are 
not available. The coffee statistics 
were compiled as part of a special 
FDA study aimed at finding solutions 
to the problem. 
The problem of unsanitary coffee 
entering this country is a growing 
one, according to government and in­ 
dustry officials, but they don't know 
whether it’s due to an actual in­ 
crease in filth or expanded coverage 
by FDA inspectors. The problem has 
caused enough concern so that FDA 
officials met with representatives of 
coffee-producing countries earlier 
this month in Dallas and Houston to 
discuss ways of cleaning up coffee 
shipments. 


A m on g 
c o f f e e - p r o d u c in g 
countries, some of the worst of­ 
fe n d e r s a re the P h ilip p in e s , 
Madagascar and Nigeria, according 
to FDA figures. An FDA official, 
who asked not to be named, stressed 
that the unsanitary conditions were 
the fault of the exporting country or 
the shipper, not the American coffee 
firms who buy the green coffee beans 
to roast and put on supermarket 
shelves. 
He p ro v id ed 
th e fo llo w in g 
breakdown of the total 434 ship- 
ments that were detained at U.S. 
ports last year: 


—Insects, alive or dead, were 
found in 226. 
—Beans were damaged by insects 
in 68. 
—Coffee was water-stained, mold- 
ly or decomposed in 66 
‘ —Rodent filth was found in 32 
—The remainder were seized for a 


variety of reasons, including oil 
stained bags and the presence of in- 
sccticid^s. 
Court documents and interviews 
with FDA officials turned up the 
following instances of contaminated

ican coffee aboard the Texas and 
Pacific Railroad was found to con­ 
tain human waste, probably left by a 
hobo.

—Nine hundred bags of Brazilian 
coffee owned by the coffee division 
of The Great A&P Tea Co., Inc., and 
stored at Belt's Wharf Warehouses. 
Inc., in Baltimore, Md., was found to 
be contaminated with “a poisonous 
and deleterious substance,” sodium 
aluminum fluoride. 
—Ten thousand bags of Brazilian

Most of those 10,000 bags were 
reconditioned at a plant in Jersey 
City, N.J. “The bags were vacuumed 
and contents dropped into a conveyor 
and from there into a tumbler to re­

About 80 bags could not be salvaged 
and w ere taken to a dump at 
Secaucus, N.J.

Child development course set 
Learning goals sought in new program 


K o m m u n ity 
K id s C h ristia n 
Nursery School of Pomona will offer 
a new program in open court 
reading, math and language arts 
development, beginning Tuesday. 
The program, taught by Gloria 
Coates, is designed to cover a variety 
of teaching procedures and methods 
in reaching definite learning goals. 
Kindergarten and first grade stu­ 
dents will participate in the special 
program. 
M rs. C o ates d escrib ed the 
program that covers different areas 
of learning. 
“The emphasis is on deliberate 
teacher rather than on the manage­ 
ment of activities. There are definite 
learning goals and the teacher's ef­ 
forts are directed continually toward 
those goals. Teaching procedures are 


clearly set forth, but they allow am­ 
ple freedom for the teacher to use 
her own style, whether it is a low- 
key, relaxed style or a more lively 
one,” the teacher said. , 
The general principles of the 
kindergarten program involve learn­ 
ing reinforcement through feedback; 
self-correction rather than teacher 
correction; learning through ex­ 
ploration; fun in learning, creation 
of enthusiasm in various tasks; and 
accommmodation of individual dif­ 
ferences. 
The c o m p le te open c o u rt 
kindergarten program consists of 14 
hours of teaching per day. It is 
broken down into the divisions of 
language development, letters and 
sounds, classification and basic 
v o c a b u la r y ; 
c o u n t in g 
and 


measuring, thinking skills; percep­ 
tual games and activities; social 
development 
and 
self awareness; 
human understanding through 
literature; ami music. 
The rem ainder of the daily 
kindergarten session will be devoted 
to more informal activities. 
The open court program for first 
graders will involve a three-stage 
development of skills needed for in 
dependent reading It is designed for 
the first half of first grade or for 
remedial use at higher levels 
The first stage consists of 10 get­ 
ting acquainted sessions, devoted to 
listening skills, letter-name skills, 
and writing skills. 
The second stage Introduces 
sounds and blending techniques, dic­ 
tation skills, simple stories and 


poems composed of the sounds 
taught. It involves one biok and eight 
short soft cover storybooks with 
coordinated vocabulary. 
The third stage introduces the 
remaining sounds The book for this 
stage contains dozens of fables and 
poems as well as exercises and op­ 
portunity for writing There are also 
four soft-cover storybooks with coor­ 
dinated vocabulary.

P A R IS (AP) — Vice President 
Walter F. Mondale, winding up the 
European leg of his international 
tour, said French President Valery 
Discard d’Estaing gave “a warm re­ 
sponse" Saturday to a call for talks 
on reducing the world armaments 
trade. 
The vice president, in what was 
probably the toughest stop from a 
diplomatic standpoint on his 10-day 
trip, spent three hours at the Elysee 
Palace with Discard d Eslaing As 
with olher European leaders, he re­ 
viewed international economics, the 
upcoming summit talks, and the 
Carter administration's goal to 
reduce nuclear proliferation. 
From Paris. Mondale was going to 
Japan, with a brief stop in Iceland to 
meet government officials there. 
A spokesman for the French presi­ 
dent said the atmosphere of the talks 
was not only cordial but one of con­ 
fidence He said Mondale had a wide 
knowledge of issues, and the feeling 
¿it the Elysee Palace was that the 
visit advanced the dialogue between 
France and the United States. 
Mondale told a news conference 
before leaving Paris that his discus­ 
sion of arms sales with Discard 
d Estaing did not get into details of 
limiting the sales. 
Carter and Mondale have frequent­ 
ly criticized the level of U.S. arms 
sales around the world Since the 
United States is the largest inter­ 
national arms merchant, Mondale 
said, he told the French president 
that the Carter adm inistration 
recognized it must take the lead in 
cutting back. 
“Then we would hope to com­ 
mence discussions with other arms 
producers" about taking sim ilar 
steps, he said, noting that “ we 
received a warm response" to this 
proposal from the French leader. 
He said “strong representations" 
in this field would also be made to 
the Soviet Union, another leading 
arms merchant. 
“There is a general consensus that 
progress is needed in this area and 
now the talks can begin." he said. 
There have been strains recently 
in U.S.-French relations, most 
notably stemming from the indepen­ 
dent course France has taken in the 
field of nuclear technology sales and 
its release of suspected Arab ter­ 
rorist Abu Daoud, detained briefly in 
Paris earlier this month. 
But Mondale said Franee was now 
making “a helpful contribution to the 
serious problem of controlling 
nuclear fuel of weapons grade 
quality," although it is in the midst 
of a sale of a nuclear reprocessing 
plant to Pakistan 
Mondale refuse«! to reveal what he 
said specifically to Discard d Esta­ 
ing about the Daoud affair. Carter, 
one day after Daoud was released, 
said he was "deeply disturbed" by 
the French action 
Daoud is sus­ 
pected of masterminding the mas­ 
sacre of II Israeli athletes at the 
Munich Olympics in 1972 
“The French government shares 
with us concern for terrorism and 
the need to deal with terrorism," 
Mondale said He said the discussion 
of terrorism was “ raised in a con­ 
structive spirit."

“ The B ritish public 
would probably rise up in 
arms if they knew about 
it." he was reported to 
have said before the Mon­ 
dale party left London for 
Paris. 
If B ritish taxpayers 
knew, Eisele was quoted as 
saving, “the government 
would be overthrown." 
Tom L itte ric k , ou t­ 
spoken Labor member of 
P arliam ent from B ir ­ 
mingham, said: “ Such 
hospitality is nothing but 
extravagant selfish in­ 
dulgence. It is particularly 
offensive when the living 
standards of everyone in 
the country are being re­ 
duced. 
“Vin ordinaire or even 
plain 
stra igh tfo rw a rd 
water would have been 
good enough," he added. 


Dennis Skinner, another 
Labor MP, said: “ I don’t 
see why wage earners who 
tighten their belts should 
be faced with a govern­ 
ment that spends money in 
this manner."

DETROIT (AP) - An 
inner-city Detroit landlord 
has hit on an unusual way 
to unload one of his slow- 
moving rental properties.

It’s like 
having a time bomb in the 
center of m illions of 
people; everyone hears it

Costa is the president of 
Housing Owners of United

E x c h a n g e 
(HOUSE), a landlords’ 
group fighting what it con­ 
siders unfair federal and 
state regulation of city 
housing. 
Neighbors described the 
house, on the c ity ’s 
n o rth w e s t 
s id e ,

“raggedy.’* Costa agreed, 
but called the building “a 
fairly typical piece of De­ 
troit rental property.’’ 
“I rather doubt that it's 
legal. ’ said Frank Hagen 
of the Burton Abstract and 
Title Co. “There usually 
has to be a mutual agree­ 
ment before property can 
be transfered.” 


Tax rate 
increase 
sought 


Foothill Fire District, 
s e rv in g A lta L om a, 
Cucamonga and Etiwanda, 
will go to the voters March 
8 to request an increase in 
the district tax rate of $1 
per $100 of assessed 
evaluation. 
Currently the district tax 
rate is 70 cents per $100 of 
assessed evaluation. It has 
not been increased since 
the district was formed 
Jan. 1,1975 by the San Ber­ 
nardino County Local 
Agency Formation Com­ 
mission (LAFCO). 
Battalion Chief Robert 
Lee said additional funds 
are needed to increase per­ 
sonnel and replace old 
equipment in order to 
serve the rapidly increas­ 
ing population in the 
foothill communities. 
Lee said the 70 cent tax 
rate was the same levied 
by the old Alta Loma 
volunteer organization and 
was not increased even 
though the district was 
formed to increase ser­ 
vices. 
The district now has 31 
full-time employes, in­ 
cluding secretaries. The 
population has increased 
from 24,000 to 30.000 in the 
three communities since 
Jan. 1, 1975. and now is in­ 
creasing so rapidly it is im­ 
possible to keep factually 
current. 
The district has five 
pumping engines, three in 
good repair and two older 
units (one Ls 28 years old! 
that are used just for 
minor emergencies such as 
grass and car fires. 
Another real need in the 
district, Lee said, is a 
fourth station probably to 
be situated in the industrial 
area south of Foothill 
Boulevard. 
Right now district of­ 
fic ia ls feel they a re 
operating at a service level 
below what is felt to be 
minimum.

Claremonl planning takes time 
Hillside development studied

More waiting is in store 
for land developers in the 
hillside area east, north 
and west of Garaboya in 
Claremont. 
At least one developer 
has been waiting four 
years for the city to tell 
him how many houses he 
can put on his 110 acres. 
City Planning Director 
Donald G. King told the 
Claremont Planning Com­ 
mission at the end of a two- 
hour study session Tuesday 
afternoon at the Claremont 
Ihibiic Library that he in 
the next 13 to 14 weeks will 
prepare draft ordinances 
setting up two zoning dis­ 
tricts in the hillsides 
King explained that one 
zoning district would con­ 
tain land where, because of 
the slope of the terrain, 
development would be 
prohibited. 
The other zone. King ex­ 
plained, would contain a 
holding district where 
housing 
development 
would be allowed 
under 
certain standards. 
In addition to the two 
draft ordinances, 
King 
said that he will continue 
his work of getting the 
open space and conserva­ 
tion elements of the city’s 
general plan up to date, ac­ 
cording to the new require­ 
ments of the California En- 
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vironmental Quality Act. 
King explained that he 
currently is working on a 
general plan amendment 
which would change the 
regional shopping center 
concept for the area west 
of the Claremont Tennis 
Club to a zoning on which 
the Planning Commission 
can make a decision. 
King said that the rezon­ 
ing study will take about 
.Vi to 4 weeks before he 
can get to the hillsides. 
King explained that the 
seven square miles of 
hillsides in the study will 
be divided into two dis­ 
tricts, one where land not 
next to developed land will 
be put into a holding dis­ 
trict to prevent leapfrogg­ 
ing development. 
King suggested that 
commission members re­ 
read the environmental 
im pact report (EIR) 
prepared two years ago on 
the hillsides 
He explained that under 
new changes to the 
En­ 
vironmental Quality Act 
effective Jan. 1 a city 
rezoning a piece of land or 
changing its general plan 
must write an EIR for 
each change. 
Every piece of land in 
the hillsides outside Clare­ 
mont has been listed by the 
county as conservation, or 
if under private ownership 
as open space, King said 
He stressed that under 
the new guidelines the 
burden is on the developer 
to show that it is safe to 
develop tracts in the 
foothills 
“We believe that areas 


in th e f o o th ills a r e 
geologically unstable,” 
King commented 
“ An 
EIR must show through 
tests that the area would 
be safe for residents in 
case of earthquake or 
fire.” 
“ Would there be an 
economic impact on our 
city if the foothills are 
developed?” King asked. 
“ What kind of protective 
standards can we adopt to 
insure that residents are 
safe to a reasonable ex­ 
tent?” 
King re c o m m e n d e d 
prezoning the foothills to a 
conservancy listing. He 
said that there is no reason 
that the city must justify 
foothill development. 
But Art Waters, 4931 
Webb Canyon Road, said 
that he and his sisters have 
owned 45 acres in the 
hillsides for the 30 years, 
and “when we retire we 
would like to be able to sell 
it.” 
Waters complained that 
the county has zoned the 
area for 10,000 square-foot 
lots, and that taxes have 
soared on his property to 
$8,000 a year 
Much discussion was 
held on the county’s asset 
ing hillside property at a 
housing density level at 
which the land could never 
be developed because the 


slopes are too steep. 
"We would hate to see 
the city restrict develop­ 
ment so severely that we 
have 
lost 
our

vestment,'W aters said.

For maay, it is paralysing 
numbness that defies reason and cripples lives, an in­ 
escapable nightmare that knots the stomach and glazes 
the eyes.

Thoreau wrote, “Nothing 
is so much to be feared as 
fear." 
Years later, Franklin 
Roosevelt told a frightened 
nation: “We have nothing 
to fear but fear itself." 
Philosopher and presi­ 
dent were reassuring those 
of us who know ordinary 
fear. Their words were not 
all that helpful to the 
millions of Americans who 
know special fears — those 
who are phobics. 
They suffer from anx­ 
ieties that are not under­ 
stood, fear that can be 
totally debilitating, fear 
that overtakes their ratio­ 
nal minds, fear that 
paralyzes the limbs, makes 
the heart race and the 
stomach twitch with 
nausea. 
Their best friends think 
they’re just a little crazy. 
Imagine, they sniff, a 
grown woman who has 
been afraid to leave her 
home for 28 years. Another 
lady so terrified of toy 
balloons she won’t take her 
children to the park 
because somewhere a 
balloon may be spotted Or 
the electrician who walked 
up 17 floors a day because 
he was afraid of the 
elevator. 
It all sounds slightly 
ridiculous. But these 
phobias cause loss of jobs, 
dissolution of marriages, 
alienation of friends, de­ 
struction of the productive 
lives of very bright people. 
Therapists say a fear be­ 
comes a phobia when it 
starts affecting one’s daily 
life, when it becomes more 
and more difficult to cope 
because of the problem 
In other words, there are 
irrational fears that can 
easily be avoided. And 
there are fears that make 
good sense 
Says Dr. Gordon Denier, 
a psychologist at Long 
Island’s Adeiphi Univer­ 
sity: “If I told you to im­ 
agine there was a snake on 
this floor and you started 
to panic thinking of it, 
that’s phobic. If you looked 
down and saw a rat­ 
tlesnake and said, ‘Let’s 
get the hell out of here,’ 
that's common sense.” 
Phobias, which re­ 
searchers believe have ex­ 
isted since primitive 
times, are usually cur­ 
able. It’s a question of 
finding the right treat­ 
ment for the right person. 
Even in Manhattan, 
where there are more psy­ 
chiatrists than delis per 
square block, it's tough 
Take Clare an articulate 
woman who had been ex­ 
tremely phobic since she 
was a child 
“In school, instead of 
concentrating on what the 
teacher was saying. I 
would concentrate on 
w hether the door was open, 
on whether I could get 
out,” she recalls. 
Things worsened and 
Clare went to a psy­ 
chiatrist For three years, 
she told him about her 
dreams, her relationship 
with her father, her sex 
life, her true feelings about 
her mother. 
He didn’t want to hear 
about the symptoms — 
symptoms that were grow­ 
ing worse. He didn't want 
to hear that her world was 
( lowing in. that she could 
travel leas and leas far 
from her home in the 
Bronx 
She went to another psy­ 
chiatrist He treated her 
for four more years Still 
no relief She was becom­ 
ing suicidal and worrying 
that her marriage would 
break up And the little 
world she had created for 
herself was ever shrinking 
Clare then found Dr 
Manuel Zane, a psy­ 
chiatrist who makes 
bouaecaiis when the situa­ 
tion demands it. He simply 
aaked her to try to go a lit­ 
tle further than four 
blocks. 
“It took him six oweith« 
to get me to go from 105th 
Street to 141st Street,” she 
says. “He provided the at­ 
mosphere where I could do 
these things ” 
Clare Is now fully func­ 
tional. able to fight through 
a crowd of people is a noisy 
cafeteria and laugh: “This 
is no place for a self- 
respecting phobic.” 


Dr. Zane, who works 
with a phobia clinic in 
White Plains, N.Y., and 
practices privately both in 
Manhattan and White 
Plains, has taken other 
patients on elevators, out 
into open fields, on top of 
high buildings, and once 
even accompanied a phobic 
on a Caribbean cruise. 
The technique Dr Zane 
uses is called “in vivo” or, 
on the West Coast, “ex­ 
posure therapy,” one of the 
newer methods of treating 
phobics. Besides talking 
about fears, the person is 
taken to confront the fear 
and u n d ersta n d the 


relationship between the 
physical twitchings of the 
body and the reactions of 
the mind. 
The psychiatrists who 
treated Clare represent 
diversity of opinion. 
Traditional analysts 
believe the problem is 
deeply rooted, with the 
phobic behavior just a 
symptom of the problem. 
Others say let’s cure the 
symptoms and return the 
patient to society. 
The disagreement is also 
evident in theories about 
the causes of phobias. 
Dr Gordon Derner, a 
psychologist at Adeiphi 
University in Long Island, 
explains it this way: 
“The traditionalist would 
say the fear of leaving the 
house is rooted in the basic 
expulsion from the womb. 


The behavioralist would 
say it may or may not have 
been caused by some real 
life experience.” 
Dr. Leon Salzman, a 
traditional psychoanalyst 
who practices in New York 
and teaches at Georgetown 
University Medical School 
in Washington, says 
behavioral therapy does 
not cure the problem. He 
also says there is a point of 
reference from which a 
phobia develops. 
“ While behaviorists 
alter the phobia, they do 
not alter the underlying 
personality configuration 
that produces the phobia,” 
he said. “All of these tac­ 
tics are very effective and 
useful devices, but they do 
not cure the phobic. There 
are 20 to 30 gimmicks of 
this type.” 


BUGBEAR OF CHILDHOOD 


Dr. Salzman is not 
averse to these techniques. 
He thinks they are useful 
but adds, “The treatment 
has to be more than a 
b ehav io ral 
d e c o n ­ 
ditioning.” 
Dr. Zane believes that 


phobics who seek profes­ 
sional help are just the tip 
of the iceberg, particularly 
with agoraphobics, the 
silent sufferers who may 
remain hidden.

marketplace,” also has 
been called ’’housewives’ 
syndrome’’ since the great 
majority of the sufferers 
are women. 
An Australian physician, 
Dr. Claire Weekes, has 
specialized in long distance 
treatment of agoraphobics 
through letters and tapes. 
She is most concerned over 
the lack of understanding 
that the public — and even 
some doctors — have about 
the affliction. 
“One doctor just recent­ 
ly wrote that agoraphobics 
simply lack courage. This 
couldn't be more wrong. 
They are extremely brave. 
They are constantly afraid 
they will make fools of 
themselves. When that 
panic hits, it’s like an 
electric blast,” says Dr. 
Weekes 
Another treatment is 
called systematic densen- 
sitization . 
Dr. Allan 
Leventhal, a psychologist 
at American University in 
Washington, says it was in­ 
troduced in the 1960s and 
has been gaining wider ac­ 
ceptance. 
F irst, he say s, the 
patient must learn deep 
muscle relaxation. Then he 
must establish an im­ 
aginary hierarchy of 
scenes related to the 
phobia. 
For instance, if a patient 
fears elevators, he must 
imagine scenes relating to 
elevators. One set could be 
a bank of elevators viewed 
from a distance, another of 
those g lass-e n clo se d 
elevators, another a pic­ 
ture of himself in an eleva­ 
tor. 
Next he visualizes the 
least threatening scene and 
works upward until one 
produces panic. Then he 
puts the deep muscle relax­ 
ation into effect until he 
can think of the scene 
without panic. 
‘•It’s a very graduated 
confrontation,” says Dr. 
Leventhal. ‘‘For those to 
whom it is appropriate, it 
has a 90 per cent success 
rate.” 
Another in-office treat­ 
ment is a direct confronta­ 
tion called ‘‘implosion 
t h e r a p y ." In it, the 
therapist attempts to make 
the fear collapse under its 
own weight. 


For instance, if the 
phobic is afraid of snakes 
the therapist might say: 
‘'Imagine snakes all over 
the place 
There are 
snakes crawling ail over 
your body, there are loud 
hisses, tongues are darting 
in and out, the snakes, 
thousands of them, are 
searching for an opening to 
crawl into your body...” 
The theory is that the 
terrpr and panic can only 
last so long and eventually 
the patient realizes nothing 
has happened to him He is 
still there. He is safe. 
Needless to say, this 
does not work on every 
p a tie n t 
and

APIA, Western Samoa 
(AP) — James Michener 
admits that he based 
Bloody Mary, his famous 
South Pacific character, on 
Aggie Grey. 
But Aggie Grey, a sort of 
uncrowned queen of the 
South Seas and still knock­ 
ing them dead with the 
hula at age 79, reckons she 
owes a lot of her fame to a 
drink named Tom Collins. 
It was the most popular 
order at the Cosmopolitan 
Club on the waterfront at 
Apia, capital of Western 
Samoa, where Aggie has 
been holding forth for 57 
years. It was here that 
Michener saw her. and 
through his writing she 
became well-known to 
Americans, particularly as 
Bloody Mary in the 
Broadway musical “South 
Pacific.” 
Today the Cosmopolitan 
Club is Aggie Grey s Hotel, 
a modern 120-room inn 
where Aggie, still trim, 
performs 
hip-swaying 
dances at a weekly Fiafia, 
or Samoan festival. 
The hotel, with two 
swimming pools and a gar­ 
den of crimson hibiscus, is 
a far cry from the bar 
Aggie started in 1919 when 
New Zealand introduced 
prohibition on the island. 
The idea was to cut down 
on the wild drinking of the 
Samoans. To get a drink, 
you had a doctor sign a per­ 
mit saying your health 


required it There were 102 
veterans around Samoa in 
those days and I got all 
their permits,” Aggie said. 
“ We didn’t have a real 
bar,” she said of the white 
frame building that now is 
the 
h o te l's 
o f fic e . 
“ Everyone used to sit on 
the floor on mats and drink 
beer and whiskey.” 
The crew of every ship 
that visited Apia soon 
steered for Aggie’s. 
Prohibition was also in 
force for the U.S. Navy, 
stationed 80 miles away in 
Pago 
P a g o 
on 
the 
American-controlled 
half 
of Samoa. Aggie's place 
became their port of call 
whenever possible, and the 
drink the American sailors 
wanted was Tom Collins. 
“ Boy. That Tom Collins. 
The Americans drank so 
much of it I was shoving 
dollars under the mat, un- 
der the icebox and 
e v e ry w h ere,’ ’ 
Aggie 
recalls cheerfully. 
Then World War II came 
to the Pacific and the U.S. 
overflow from Pago Pago 
spread to Apia. Aggie* 
decided to sell ham­ 
burgers. 
“ Hamburgers were the 
next big thing . . . The 
Americans had all the 
money in the world. They 
didn't know what to do with 
it and they were going to 
war. I really cared about 
those young men.” 
It was the Seabees — the 
Navy construction crews 
— who told Aggie about 


hamburgers. The Seabees 
cleaned up the club for 
Aggie, and two officers 
helped Aggie with her 
hamburger plans. 
“ I bought a whole cow, 
got onions, salt and pepper, 
like they said, but on open­ 
ing day they didn’t show up 
to show me how to make 
’em.” she said. 
“ The first order I got I 
had to say to a young 
soldier, ‘How do you stop 
them falling apart?’ He 
jumped over the counter, 
flattened down the meat 
balls and said, ‘See, it's 
easy.’ ” 
Aggie fed hamburgers to 
12,000 Seabees and sailors, 
she estimates. “ When they 
left they all said, ‘Aggie, 
goodbye, we’U come back 
and see you.’ ” 
But only nine made it 
back. 
"h suppose they got 
married and tied down 
with families. And of 
course lost of Seabees got 
wiped out." 
Two years after the war, 
when her husband died, 
Aggie expanded her hotel. 
“ We started with 24 rooms, 
not enough sheets or 
towels, so that most of our 
regular guests used to br­ 
ing their own towels and 
give them to me when they 
left,” she said. 
Aggie's guests include 
tourists, businessmen on 
their Pacific rounds and 
film stars like Marlon 
Brando “ Last movie of his 
I saw he was getting very 
stout.” she said. “ But was 
he handsome.” 
Now she sits back, taking 
it easy, so well-regarded 
by the government of 


Western Samoa which 
became independent in 
1962 that they issued a 
stamp with her portrait on 
it. 
“ I can still touch my 
toes. It's the dancing that 
does it. Samoan girls don’t 
do the dancing enough. 
That’s why 'I am still so 
supple. All I need now is a 
gigolo.” 
In case she is taken 
seriously, she adds, 
somewhat regretfully, 
“ I’m too old for that now.”

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'Wildfowl' painter portrait 
of a rarity: a happy man 


EDITOR’S NOTE: The patriarch of American bird 
painters has more commissions than ever, the vitality of 
a man half his age and energy to spare in a fight for his 
beloved wildfowl. An AP writer visits the Wisconsin artist 
and draws the portrait of a rarity: a happy man.

BRIGGSVILLE,

— 
A m e r i c a ’s 
foremost painter of wild­ 
fowl is alive and well, 
thank you. having Just pas­ 
sed his 80th birthday, and 
still mightily active at the 
easel. And mightily active 
otherw ise as well, on 
behalf of his birds. 
Owen Gromme lives on 
167 a c r e s of m ixed 
marshland, pools and up­ 
land woods in what started 
out to be a farmhouse, 
somewhere around the 
turn of the century. 
“If you took a map of 
North America,” he says, 
“and put down a ruler from 
the south end of Hudson's 
Bay to the north end of 
Chesapeake Bay, you could 
draw a line that goes right 
through this house.” 
But from the cathedral 
windows that take up the 
whole north end of his 
studio, you can watch the 
passing of just about every 
migratory bird known to 
use this greatest of the in­ 
land flyways, along with 
some that aren't supposed 
to. 
The door that is nearest 
the winding country road 
which passes by the 
farmhouse bears a neat 
sign: “ Guests by In­ 
vitation ONLY please.” It 
is a modest defense es­ 
tablished by Anne in her 
50th y e a r as 
w ife, 
secretary and general 
manager. 
Even so, there are more 
guests than they need if 
Gromme, the articulate 
and gregarious, is to finish 


that ever-growing list of 
accepted commissions — 
now a page and a half long, 
single spaced, running 
mostly from $5,000 to $15,- 
000 for small canvases — 
not to mention the new 
requests from such clients 
as the Shah of Iran, whose 
Empress currently is pres­ 
sing for a picture. 
And not to mention the 
spur of the moment draw­ 
ings exchanged this sum­ 
mer with the naturalist 
nephew of E m p e r o r 
Hirohito, when the shy and 
slender prince from Japan 
visited the farmhouse on 
the hill. 
There was a hiatus last 
fall in the works already 
commissioned, for Grom­ 
me has taken up again 
what younger men have 
called another lost cause: 
the defense of his beloved 
Horicon Marsh, one of the 
great waterfowl wonder­ 
lands on the continent, 
tinent. 
If you stand before the 
mild re p ro o f of the 
farmhouse door, waiting to 
see what will happen now 
that you have recklessly 
pushed the bell, you may 
hear a faint howl of in­ 
dignation from somewhere 
within: Gromme already 
has guests and is speaking 
passionately to the current 
subject. 
Horicon Marsh is more 
than 20,000 acres in central 
Wisconsin, drained once in 
a disastrous farming ex­ 
periment early in the cen­ 
tury, then left to the slow 
fires that burned deep in 
the dry peat for years. 
Restored through the 


relentless efforts erf many 
conservationists, including 
Gromme, it came under 
public ownership, and the 
northern half was made 
into a National Wildlife 
Refuge. 
It has become the home 
of innumerable small birds 
and animals ranging up to 
whitetail deer, and is 
favored by countless ducks 


and shorebirds, both resi­ 
dent and transient. But it 
has reached its greatest 
fame as a major stopping 
place for the great ar­ 
madas of Canada geese on 
their way south — last Oc­ 
tober, the peak population 
was more than 270,000 of 
the majestic birds. 
But Horicon has become

EDITOR’S NOTE: “They need Yukntal, bat we don’t 
need them.“ ’They” are the big oil companies, and the 
speaker is one of the young native leaders who pat preser­ 
vation of their land and traditions above the lore of die oil

YAKUT AT, Alaska (AP) 
— The Tlingit Indians of 
this glacier-sculpted bay 
have learned a lot since the 
first white men met them 
in the summer of 1787. 
The white men who 
sailed into Yakutat Bay 
last fall with a 27,000-ton 
drilling rig faced some of 
the toughest “take it or 
leave it” bargaining oil 
men have seen this side of 
the Middle East. 
Why did the B ritish 
aboard the 100-ton square- 
rig g ed 
b rig “ Q ueen 
Charlotte” have an easier 
time? What happened to 
the simple folk since Capt. 
George Dixon reaped ex­ 
traordinary profits by 
trading glass beads for ot­ 
ter pelts? 
Awareness, that’s what. 
"They need Yakutat, but 


we don’t need them,” says 
Byron Mallott, one of the 
fiery young native leaders 
of this little fishing town of 
about 500. "Some people 
thought we were crazy 
when we didn’t fall all over 
ourseives when the oil 
companies wanted to come 
in here. 
“But we make our lives 
here. People don’t seem to 
u nderstand w hat this 
country means to us... 
We’re determined not to 
see it d e stro y e d for 
something like develop­ 
ment or growth.” 
That’s the kind of think­ 
ing Shell, Arco and Mobile 
encountered when they 
anchored their exploratory 
drilling rig, “Seedco 70”, 
in the bay, with potential 
profits from an offshore oil 
field rivaling Prudhoe Bay 
at stake. 
The result is that the oil 


companies have agreed to 
every community demand, 
including prohibitions 
against owning property, 
housing employes locally 
or constructing land-based 
storage and production 
facilities. 
Mallott and the other 
T lin g it 
(p ro n o u n ced 
Klingit) natives of Yakutat 
were born and raised in 
what scientists have called 
a country of “ instant 
geology.” 
It is a country shaped by 
the advance and retreat of 
some of the largest action 
glaciers in the world. 
Nobody has counted them, 
but one, the Malispina 
Glacier, is larger than the 
state of Rhode Island. 
Massive 
earthquakes 
have twisted the surface 
along the 15-mile-wide 
strip of habitable, forested 
lowland. Storms from the 
N orth P acific sm ash 
against the sides of moun­ 
tains that soar up to 20,000 
feet. Rainfall averages 132 
inches a year, snowfall 222 


inches. Storm winds over 
100 miles per hour power 
60-foot waves. 
Wildlife is abundant, and 
90 p e r c e n t of th e 
households depend on sub­ 
sistence activities such as 
fishing, hunting and berry 
picking as a major source 
of food. 
Salmon, cutthroat trcAit, 
D olly V a rd en c h a r, 
northern pike and rainbow 
trout fill the sea and 
stream s. The spruce, 
hemlock and cottonwood 
forests abound with moose, 
mountain goat, bear, wolf, 
mink, marten, lynx; the 
sea with seals, whales, sea 
lions and sea otters; the 
marshes with snow geese 
and trumpeter and whistl­ 
ing swans. 
To the Tlingits, that is 
what is at stake. 
To the oil men, the bay is 
a perfect spot for a service 
base for the drilling that 
may reach 22 miles of­ 
fshore. The field is es­ 
timated to contain up to 7.2 
billion barrels of oil, 52.6 


trillion cubic feet of 
natural gas. 
But not all the oil in 
Saudi Arabia can sway the 
Tlingits, as anthropologist 
Dr. Frederica de Laguna 
observes: 
“The environment is not 
for the Tlingit simply the 
land and sea with natural 
resources to be exploited,” 
Dr de Laguna wrote in her 
epic study of the Tlingit In­ 
dians. “It is much more a 
community of living be­ 
ings. where the lines which 
we would draw between 
man and beast or between 
the animate and inanimate 
are blurred or do not exist. 
The Tlingit shares his 
world with his nonhuman 
r e la tiv e s and fellow 
creatures as he shares it 
with other people." 
“The environmental im­ 
pact statem ent for of­ 
fshore drilling forecast a 
population growth impact 
on Yakutat of 1,150 per 
cent to 4.600 people by 
1985,” says Mallott, 33. 
“The impact on the com­ 
munity would have been 
beyond its capacity to ab­ 
sorb or respond to finan­ 
cially. 
“ With development of 
that scale, traditional 
Tlingit values would have 
been lost and the lifestyles 
of the residents of this 
community so prized by 
whites and natives alike 
would have been lost and 
the community would have 
become just another in­ 
dustrial town.” 


A L A S K A 


Although a joint city- 
state legal challenge to the 
offshore leasing failed, the 
city and the Tlingits. who 
represent more than 80 per 
cent of the population, 
rallied. 
They formed an unusual 
partnership between the 
city and Yakutat native 
village corporation, Yak- 
Tat Kwaan, one cog in a 
re gio na l cor po ra ti o n 
created to administer the 
more than $900 million and 
40 million acres from the 
Native Claims Settlement 
Act. 


With the exception of two 
small pieces of land, in­ 
cluding the old cannery, 
the Kwaan owns all the 
property surrounding the 
bay, a total of more than 
23.000 acres. 
The confrontation was 
inevitable.

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Natural gas shortage haunts Southland future 
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Solar energy tests set

Unless construction is started this 
year on a Liquefied Natural Gas 
(LNG) receiving terminal, there’s 
going to be a shortage of natural gas 
in Southern California in three years. 
That warning came from Don 
Crawford. Pomona district manager 
for the Southern California Gas Co. 
This winter energy emergencies 
exist in Ohio, Indiana. New York and 
New Jersey where dwindling sup­ 
plies of natural gas are dangerously 
low because of the bitter cold 
weather 
In those areas, temperatures have 
dropped to 5 degrees and less, 
schools and offices have been closed 
and people have been advised to set 
thermostats at 65 degrees to con­ 
serve fuel. 
While the danger of freezing from 
cold weather does not exist for 
Southern California residents, lack 
of fuel could cripple industry. 


“Just planning for pipelines, and 
the LNG plants and gas transports is 
not enough.” continued Crawford. 
“We must get into construction.” 
Southern California 
industries 
have been on short rations of natural 
gas for as long as 30 years, and the 
situation is going to get worse before 
it gets better, he said. “ But it isn’t 
because the world is short of gas. It’s 
because means to get the gas to 
where it’s needed do not exist. 
“ Each day about 2.1 billion cubic 
feet of gas is burned off as it comes 
out of oil wells in Iran simply 
because there are no facilities for 
storing or shipping that gas. 
“ That’s a day’s supply in the 
Southland," said Crawford. 
Currently there is no shortage of 
gas for homes in Southern California. 
Homes get top priority for available 
supplies. 
Industry, however, is required to 
cut back or eliminate the use of gas 
when supplies run low. The lowest 


Southern California Gat Co. has 
asked the California Pub be Utilities 
Commission (PUC) for an 911 
million rate increase over a five- 
year period to install and test 315 
solar energy systems in Southern 
California. 
The systems — if the rate increase 
is approved — will provide hot 
water, pool heating, space heating 


and cooling and industrial high- 
temperature heat. 
The initial rate increase proposed 
would be about 92.5 million the first 
year, or about 3 cents per month for 
a typical residential customer. The 
utility hopes that if it is funded, the 
program will prove that solar energy 
is practical, reliable and cost effec­ 
tive. 


Paso Natural Gas Co. and the 
T ransW estern P ipeline from 
Houston. 
Normally, the East has no claim 
on this gas, explained Crawford. And 
once the emergency is over, the 
Southland will be entitled to replace­ 
ment of all the gas it has loaned. 
Crawford said that by 1990 it "may 
be possible not only to provide all the 
gas needed for homes, but also for all 
industrial custom ers, including 
Southern California Edison.” 
To accomplish this, plans are be­ 
ing made to purchase some 500.000 
cubic feet of gas from Indonesia a 
day, with a storage facility to be 
built at Oxnard. 
Crawford said restrictions on in­ 
dustry are controlled by the Califor­ 
nia Public Utilities Commission 
(PUC). 
With restraints on industry, its use 
of oil rather than natural gas results 
in what Crawford calls a “detriment 
of the air quality,” meaning industry 


using oil produces more pollutants 
into the air. 
“The PUC tightened restrictions 
last year, requiring some facilities to 
switch to oil earlier and stay on oil 
for longer periods 
“The California priority schedule 
is expected to become tighter in the 
next few years,” said Crawford 
Some priority two facilities were 
reduced to priority three or four last 
month, meaning iess gas and more 
dependency on oil. and others will be 
moved lower down the priority list 
by next December. 
Crawford said the Southland situa­ 
tion could have been much worse if 
there had been normal temperatures 
this winter. 
“ Usually, Southern California 
homes use seven times as much gas 
in the winter as in the summer. This 
year, however, homeowners have 
been able to hold down the consump­ 
tion of gas because we haven't had 
any real cold weather." 


priority is given electric power 
plants. Southern California Edison 
Co., once the biggest customer of 
Southern California Gas Co., now 
relies mostly on oil. 
Facilities using 750.000 cubic feet 
of natural gas a day at peak capacity 
are in the next lowest priority level. 
“Normally, because this winter is 


unusually warm. Southland industry 
would have been permitted more 
gas This year, however, 300 million 
cubic feet of gas a day, originally 
scheduled for the Southland, is being 
loaned to tbe frozen East,’’ said 
Crawford. 
The Southern California Gas Co. 
supplies come from Texas via the El

“Up to you,” she shrugged. “You 
can use it to go to Inglewood, North 
Hollywood, Santa Monica . . . ” 
I took the transfer and found a 
seat I settled back to enjoy the ride 
— after all it was a bargain even at a 
buck — watching the familiar places 
go by, when a heavy smell of burned 
tires began to drift through an open 
window. We were on the freeway 
past Covina. We had a flat. 
The driver pulled the bus off to the 
shoulder at an emergency telephone 
and made a call. Then we waited 
When your bus has a flat, you don’t 
fix it 
yourself, you don't call the 
Auto Club, you wait — until the next 
bus shows up 
Twenty-five minutes later the next 
bus arrived and we resumed our trip. 
We got to Los Angeles at 9 30 Total 
travel time, 100 minutes. 
The day in Los Angeles was a tir­ 
ing one and I looked forward to com­ 
ing home by bus, not having to fight 
the rush hour traffic.

I had been standing on the corner 
more than 25 minutes when the 
Pomona bus arrived. 
The bus was 
crowded and there was only standing 
room. When we boarded there wasn't 
even standing room left. 
Manila folder stacked with papers 
in my hand, I held on to the overhead 
strap, trying to wiggle my tired feet, 
when the bus came to an unexpected 
stop The folder fell out of my hand 
and the papers slid out all over the 
floor. Other passengers helped me 
collect them and kept watch over me 
lest it happen again. 
As we neared home the crowd thin­ 
ned out. A seat appeared finally, but 
a more agile young man got to it 
before me. Finally, I got a seat at 
Covina. 
I arrived at Pomona at 5:31, picked 
up my car and drove home in com­ 
fort. 
Now that I made the trip — have 
had the experience — I would like to 
make a few conclusions. But you 
probably wouldn't want to hear 
them. Let’s just say it was a bad 
day.

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A safe course 
for economy 


A number of economists, most notably Harvard 
Prof. John Kenneth Galbraith, urge that whatever 
stimulus the Carter administration decides to give 
to the economy not take the form of tax breaks to 
individuals. Instead, they say, the money should be 
spent directly on programs to provide jobs for the 
unemployed. 
They argue that most people would only squirrel 
away their little windfalls for a rainy day rather 
than go on immediate buying sprees. 
Now if Americans were in the habit of putting 
their excess funds in a cookie jar in the kitchen 
cabinet, they might have a point. This would effec­ 
tively remove the money from circulation and cer­ 
tainly be of no benefit to the economy. 
But even if they did elect to save rather than 
spend — which is by no means a foregone conclu­ 
sion — most people would do so by adding to their 
bank accounts. And any bank that merely sat on its 
depositors’ money, as if it were some kind of great 
big cookie jar, would soon find itself in trouble. 
Banks are in the business of making money by 
lending money. A sudden infusion of savings on the 
order of several billions of dollars would be 
translated into loans for new housing, loans for 
business expansion and a whole range of other in­ 
vestments. 
But this is too slow, too hit-and-miss, too 
“unguided” a process for the liking of certain 
economists. It allows too much scope for individual 
financial decisions, made for individual financial 
gain, even if all these decisions ultimately com­ 
bined to work for the good of all. 
What it comes down to is that they believe the 
government (with the advice and consent of the 
social planners) knows what is best for Americans 
and how best to direct the flow of the nation’s 
wealth. 
The discussion may be academic at this point. 
Neither a massive tax reductiofi or new large-scale 
government attack on unemployment or other 
problems seems to be in the cards. 
What is more likely is that we will see the 
cautious application of a little of both kinds of 
stimulus, a$ the Carter administration attempts to 
steer a safe course between the still-clinging sands 
of recession on the one hand and the treacherous 
shoals of renewed inflation on the other.

Carter concern: West stability 


WASHINGTON - President Jim­ 
my Carter wants peace in the Middle 
East, a settlement in Africa, better 
relations with Russia, an accomoda­ 
tion with China, a disarmament 
agreement. But all these objectives, 
according to sources familiar with 
his priorities, will be subordinated to 
one that he considers even more 
urgent: the economic stability of the 
industrialized West. 
The president has told subor­ 
dinates that the greatest threat to 
world peace, in his view, would be 
the economic collapse of the West. 
This would cause the fragmentation 
of the Western alliance and the 
political collapse of the free world, 
he believes. 
Yet the danger signals are flashing 
around the world. Most nations have 
been piling up debts. Several have 
reached their borrowing limit This 


The first drop of Alaskan oil has yet to flow 
through the hundreds of miles of pipeline from 
North Slope fields to the port of Valdez, thence by 
tanker to Oregon and California ports. But 
petroleum experts are already worried about what 
they are goipg to do with the 12 million barrels a 
day of oil Alaska will begin producing in mid-1977 
The dilemma centers on the fact that, according 
to current estimates, it will take two to five years 
to upgrade existing pipelines and build new ones to 
transport the fuel between the West Coast and in­ 
land refineries.

banking on an innovation called the TankTrain. 
which they believe will not only be competitive with 
pipelines but could become the predominant 
method of moving crude oil within the U.S. 
Developed by General American Transportation 
Corp., a subsidiary of GATX Corp., the TankTrain 
concept features a system of interconnecting hoses, 
special valves and sensing devices that permits a 
string of cars to be filled or emptied in a continuous 
flow from a single connection. A two-man crew can 
load or unload a 90-car TankTrain in five hours at a 
cost of two cents a barrel, compared to 12 to 14 
cents for a conventional tank car. 
At present, four companies — Missouri Pacific. 
Southern Pacific, the Santa Fe and Burlington 
Northern — are bidding for the chance to move 
some of the "surplus" Alaskan oil.

Ex-Treasury Secretary William 
Simon left behind some grim clas­ 
sified documents which warn the 
Carter administration that the 
economic growth rale is slowing but 
that “inflation rates continue to re­ 
main disturbingly high in the in­ 
dustrial world.” One confidential 
analysts declares tersely that “the 
international financial system may 
face severe strains during 1977 " 
Privately, Simon spoke to his succes­ 
sors about the danger erf a worldwide 
depression. 
The cause of the economic crisis 
has been the high price of oil. This 


has been disputed by OPEC, the ex 
elusive club of oil-producing nations. 
The truth would appear to be con­ 
tained. however, in the classified 
documents, which were not intended 
for propaganda purposes but for the 
confidential instruction of the Carter 
administration. These briefing 
papers put it bluntly . 
The quadrupling of the price of oil 
in 1973 and 1974 severely shook the 
economies of the oil importing coun­ 
tries, was a major factor in the 
world recession of 1974-76 and 
produced enormous payments 
deficits in the oil consuming coun­ 
tires." The billions that these 
countries borrowed, the documents 
add, have wound up in the coffers of 
the OPEC members “The so-called 
recycling of these funds back to 
those countries in need of external 
financing continues to be a heavy 
burden on the International financial 
community,” the documents ex­ 
plain. 
The danger of a worldwide 
economic collapse is heightened, ac­ 
cording to the papers, by the refusal 
of the consuming nations to adjust to 
the new realities. The oil-short 
countries “have not fully accepted 
the real economic impact of the oil 
price hikes and have not adjusted 
their consumption and development 
patterns accordingly 
As a result, 
some countries already 
are 
reaching the limits of their ability to 
borrow funds to cover their oil- 
induced deficits.’’ 
But the hardest hit have been the 
less-developed 
countries, 
which 
“have suffered greatly because of oil 
price increases" The worldwide 
economic stagnation has dried up the 
markets for their exports at the 


same time as price increases have 
caused their import bills to shoot up. 
The result, of course, has been a 
sharp economic decline. 
Yet the developing countries tend 
to excuse the OPEC nations, whose 
oil squeeze really caused their 
predicament. Instead they 
blame 
these problems on developed 
countries and on the financial 
system, regardless of the economic 
justification.’’ They “increasingly 
claimed that the structure of inter­ 
national economic behavior was 
biased against them and raised de­ 
mands for a 
New International 
Economic Order."’ 
Instead of calling upon the oil 
powers to lower prices, the develop­ 
ing countries want the industrial 
powers to cancel their debts. Discus­ 
sions have been held to reduce ten­ 
sions between the developed and 
developing nations But unfortunate­ 
ly, “ it cannot be said that the 
dialogue has been very fruitful," the 
briefing papers concede. 
Treasury 
experts estim ate, 
meanwhile, that the OPEC members 
have accumulated a staggering $150 
billion since oil prices went into or­ 
bit. This is the greatest transfer of 
wealth in the history of the world, far 
surpassing the shiploads of gold that 
the European powers brought back 
from the Americas. 
President Carter has already 
started a quiet campaign according 
to White House sources. But the only 
oil power which seems to understand 
the danger of depression is Saudi 
Arabia. From the beginning of the oil 
squeeze, the Saudis have tried to 
keep prices in bounds. The loudest 
clamor for higher prices, on the 
other hand, has been raised by Iran.

WASHINGTON - (NEAt - On the morning after the 
bad weather came to Washington my newspaper was not 
delivered. 
. . 
I woke with the usual expectations of front page grief 
and editorial enlightenment. Instead, nothing, not a comic 
or an ad. I tried to make do with a back copy of Time 
magazine, but it wasn t the same at all. 
I was angry Worse, I was off my routine. It was as if I 
had dressed without shaving, the pieces of my morning 
were not all in place. Did the planets collide? I would 
have to wait for a newsstand edition to learn. But by then 
full of steam and buried in the day’s obligations. 1 would 
not have time to read it if they had. 
Alas, misfortune turned to catastrophe. 1 did not 
receive my newspaper the next morning, or the morning 
after The heavy snows had melted somewhat, allowing 
the roads to clear, and my neighbors were receiving their 
papers as usual. But not me, or is it I? - when I do not 
read the Washington Post regularly my grammar goes to 


I called the circulation office, and the delivery man. ad­ 
vising the recording machines of my circumstances and 
return number. To no avail. No one got back. And this at a 
time of a subscription price hike! 1 was now furious, and 
so wrote a letter to the deliverer asking that, in the name 
of mv routine, he get his act together. 
He did. For one day. Maybe two. After that service was 
again interrupted, arid my worried calls to those in charge 
again went unanswered. It was as if I was being purpose ly 
ignored, and indeed, as it turned out, I was. When 1 fina > 
managed to contact an authority, a delivery supervisor, 
he said that his delivery man had not liked the tone of my 
letter and would not service me again until I apologized. 
I asked whether he was kidding. He said he was not. _ 
And so it was: I had been perceived naughty, and hence 
was unworthy of being a subscriber to the Washington 
Post Good God! I shouted, and immediately composed a 
telegram to the circulation director. Is this possible, I 
asked, and if so could my newspaper be cut off for other 
insignificant reasons, say if the deliverer did not like the 
color of my hair? 
Naturally the circulation man did not immediately res­ 
pond I had spent $30 on a night wire, thus was a loyal if 
foolish reader, but still it was I who had to phone him. Oh. 
yes. he said, he read the wire. Too bad about my problem 
he added But it was out of his hands, he went on. the mat­ 
ter was between me and the deliverer. 
He explained it all this way: Years ago. in an effort to 
save money, the Post and many other newspapers began 
franchising newspaper delivery routes. Contracts were 
made with outside people to service designated areas 
The people are sold bulk lots of papers and may distribute 
them as they please, at what price they please If they 
want to be obstinate with customers, the newspaper has 
no counter control. 
I asked if this meant they could discriminate? 
He said they can and sometimes do. 
Well, 1 told the circulation director that I did not think 
John Peter Zenger would approve. He replied that many 
papers now realize franchising is a mistake, a public rela­ 
tions nightmare, but that retreat is difficult Many new 
spapers, including the Post, are trying to eliminate the 
outsiders, but the courts are not friendly. Antitrust is in­ 
volved. Franchisers regularly get the law to confirm their 
independence. 
The circulation director said he would try to work 
something out for me. Which meant he would put my 
complaint with thousands of others, and send them to the 
franchise dealers with a plea for reason. I noted a sigh in 
his voice. Here was a circulation director who was not in 
charge of circulation. And he had just confessed that 
freedom of the press and McDonald’s hamburgers have 
many things tn common 
I am still not receiving the Washington Post. I am fill­ 
ing the a.m. void with — gad — radio and television news, 
for shallow as it is it is at least at my bidding. And it 
strikes me as odd. in competitive times, when newspaper 
circulation is at best a worrisome thing, that I am being 
forced to add to my own industry’s problems.

But to be realistic, it could also severely 
aggravate the problem, probably to the point of crisis. 
Then there’s the effect on her proposed puppies. Any 
epileptic seizures while she’s pregnant, could coocelvably 
have a direct effect. There would also be the possibility 
that puppies from her litter might themselves be epilep­ 
tics. Lovely Lulu definitely shouldn’t be bred. 


DEAR DR MILLER: I have a 12-year-old cat who is 
physically and mentally very good. Her mother lived to be 
19. We doo t know about her father He was just traveling 
through What chance does Spitty have of living to be as 
old as her mother? — C.E. 


DEAR C.E.: Spitty’s own doctor is the one to answer 
that question, but ber chances could be excellent, par­ 
ticularly if she stays healthy in the next seven years.

LAMB — Is it possible 
to transplant whole eyes? Thirteen 
years ago I had to have my eye 
removed because of an accident in 
which s piece of plastic cut the eye in 
half An infection set in and my eye 
had to be removed It was not possi­ 
ble for a transplant then but modern 
medicine has changed a lot in 13 
years. 
Right now I have an artificial eye 
but still hope for a real one My eye 
socket is still very muscular. 
DEAR READER — I am sorry to 
say this can’t be dooe as yet The tis­ 
sue of the brain and spinal cord will 
not regenerate, whereas a nerve to 
the leg or arm can. The eyes are 
really extensions of the brain and one 
cannot cut and sew together the optic 
nerve to the beck of the eye and have 
it regenerate into cells that will tran­ 
smit the impulses needed for sight 
We need a basic advance that would 
make regeneration of brain and 
spinal cord tissue possible before we 
can hope to accomplish anything like 
an eye transplant. 


There was a flap a few years ago 
about an eye doctor trying an eye 
transplant but that either was not 
what the operation really was or it 
was a total failure — as it would have 
had to be because of the absence of 
optic nerve regeneration or 
regeneration of the essential nerve 
paths even at the back of the eye 
Your loss of an eye in this manner 
though prompts me to point out that 
a major cause of blindness remains 
injuries to the eyes. Many of these 
could be prevented if people would 
wear suitable protective goggles 
wben working or doing anything that 
exposes the eyes to danger. Eyesight 
is so precious that to fail to take this 
precaution Is really rather foolish

Mark Sellers is off to a fine start in 
his riding career, but he admits he’s 
envious of another apprentice 
jockey. 
The 17-year-old Sellers, son of 
former national riding champion 
John Sellers, is currently the top ap­ 
prentice in the jockey standings at 
Santa Anita, and recently posted his 
first stakes victory. 
Still, his success is dimmed by that 
of Steve Cauthen, the 16-year-old 
whose phenomenal success in the 
East has made him the toast of the 
racing world. 
“ Steve’s kind of in a better position 
than 1 am,” Sellers said. “ Not trying 
to take anything away from him, but 
he has a very good agent, which is a 
big factor in race riding He's riding 
eight or nine horses a day that are at 
least 5-1 or better. Most of my horses 
are 20-1 or 30-1 shots. 
“ But,” added the soft-spoken, ar­ 
ticulate young man, “ Steve’s 
definitely a good rider ” 
Sellers will get a chance to ride 
against Cauthen 
today, when 
Cauthen flies in from the East to 
compete at Santa Anita, where he 
had one winner in four tries last Sun­ 
day 
But Cauthen, with trainer Bobby 
Frankel lining up his mounts, will 
generally be on better horses, in­

John Sellers, admitting he might 
be a bit prejudiced, says he thinks his 
son's accomplishments thus far com­ 
pare favorably with those of Cau­ 
then. 
“ There are not that many good 
riders back in the East in the 
winter,” John explained. “ Out here, 
Mark's riding against the best and 
he's holding his own. But I ’ve hooked

Mark, who’s been competing 
professionally for eight months, said 
his father didn't push him into being 
a jockey, and the elder Sellers was in 
fact surprised at his son’s wishes. 
He was 14 when he told me he 
wanted to ride, and he hadn't shown 
much interest before. I was on a 
horse bv the time I could walk, so I 
figured he wasn't ever going to get 
interested." 


Mark said he already feels right at 
home on the track, and the veteran 
riders are teaching him a lot — 
sometimes at his expense. 


“ I remember one race when I was 
back in the pack and I saw a hole 
open up.” Mark recalled. “ One of the 
other riders looked back and saw me 
coming, then edged over to shut me 
off 
“ But I ’ve done that myself since 
then,” Mark said. 


The elder Sellers said he and his 
son have been in the same race some 
half-dozen times, with Mark posting 
the only victory. Friday at Santa 
Anita. Mark ran third and his father 
fourth in the sixth race.

market cold and slow

NEW YORK (A P)-T h e 
stock market yielded again 
to cold-weather energy 
worries this past week, 
keeping its early-1977 los­ 
ing streak intact. 


Blg-name growth stocks 
were among the primary 
casualties. 


The Dow Jones average 
of 30 industrial stocks 
dropped 4.90 to 957.53, 
bringing its four-week 
decline since the start of 
the year to 47.12 points. 
Standard & Poor’s 500- 
stock index gave up 1.39 to 
101.93, and the New York 
Stock Exchange's com­ 


posite index of more than 
1,500 common stocks was 
off 66 at 55 49. 
B ig Board volum e 
averaged 24.83 m illion 
shares a day, up a bit from 
24.60 m illion the week 
before. 
The government’s index 
of leading economic in­ 
dicators registered a 
strong gain in its final 
reading for 1976, jibing 
with the many bullish 
forecasts issued on Wall 
Street at year end. 
But that seemed to cut 
no ice with investors 
preoccupied with the ef­ 
fects on the economy of the 
cold weather most of the 
country has experienced in 
recent weeks. 


The immediate concern 
was that production cut­ 
backs prompted by energy 
shortages would have a 
sharp adverse effect on 
first-quarter corporate 
earnings. 
Beyond that, however, 
analysts noted that the 
situation had made in­ 
vestors acutely conscious 
once again of the longer- 
term energy questions con­ 
fronting the nation.

With more disposable in­ 
come, stable m ortgage 
rates, more new homes 
available, and a slight 
softening of new homes 
prices, 1977 is seen as a 
banner year for California 
housing by George Fulton, 
corporate marketing vice 
president at Walker A Lee, 
Inc., the Anaheim-based 
firm that sold 13,888 new 
and proowned homes in 
1976. 
In a "Housing Insights’* 
paper sent to the firm’s 
builder clients, Fulton 
said: 
"The California housing 
industry should sell more 
homes in 1977 than in 1976, 
but with a great deal less 
fanfare 
However, the 
m a rk e t shares of in­ 
dividual 
builders and 
developments will decline 
substantially as many new 
tracts open. When supplies 
increase, the competition 
from added new home in­ 
ventory will soften ap­ 
preciation rates slightly in 
both the resale and new 
h om e 
s e c t o r s 
and 
speculators will decline as 
a p e r c e n ta g e of the 
market. 
Despite these 
changes, the bousing 
market will be very strong 
and individual projects will 
be ahead of what might be 
considered a ‘normal’ year 
— if there is such a thing — 
but behind the frantic pace 
of 1976." 
Increasing real dis­ 
posable income should con­ 
tinue to be "a catalyst for 
housing sales,’’ Fulton 
said. Quoting the UCLA 
Forecast for the U.S. 
Economy, he stated that 
real disposable income in­ 
creased by 6.6 per cent in 
1973, the last good housing 
year. Then it declined to 
1.6 per cent in 1974 In 1975, 
it moved forward 1.8 per 
cent; and in 1976, 4.1 per 
cent. It is expected to in­ 
crease by 4.8 per cent in 
1977 and 3 9 per cent in 
1978, signaling good hous­ 
ing years. 
Fulton noted that various 
forecasts for starts in 
California during 
1977 
range from 210,000 to 
235,000, up from approx­ 
imately 190,000 in 1976. 
This compares to 217,000 
starts in 1973, a very good 
housing year. "This high 
level is impressive but it is 
unlikely to satisfy the ef­ 
fective demand,’’ be said 
More s in g le -fa m ily 
detached homes will be 
built this year than last, 
according to Fulton. 
However, he noted they 
will be a smaller percen­ 
tage of total sales as 
cluster housing, town- 
homes, and condominiums 
re-enter the market In 
larger numbers. 
"Conditions should be 
good for the new attached 
housing in 1977, but it will 
re m a in 
the 
m ost 
vulnerable portion of the 
housing stock in terms of 
over-building, increase in 
mortgage rates, and uncer­ 


tainties in the economy," 
Fulton observed. 
Looking at financing, he 
continued: "Obviously, 
any 
major Increase in 
m o r t g a g e r a t e s can 
severely curtail sales. The 
buyers most affected 
would be those without 
home equities to utilize in 
their next purchase So, a 
great portion of the inven­ 
tory designed to be sold to 
renters would move very 
slowly. However, all in­ 
dications are that market 
rates will be stable and ac­ 
ceptable, and mortgage 
funds will be plentiful in 
1977 " 


MARKET CLOSE-UP 
Fulton gave the builders 
a closer look at the 1977 
housing market by examin­ 
ing the prospects among 
five different types of 
homeshoppers: homeown­ 
ers, apartment renters, 
home renters, town-house 
and condominium owners, 
and speculators. 
# 
The 
n u m b e r

h om eow ne rs 
moving 
should increase and re­ 
main strong in 1977, he 
believes 
With increased 
numbers of new homes to 
choose from, these buyers 
"should be better served 
and more responsive." 
Also, with a slight flatten­ 
ing of prices and stable in­ 
terest rates, further en­ 
couragement would be 
given to this buying group. 
However, there is a pos­ 
sibility of hesitation about 
selling and moving up 
because of an 
apparent 
slow-down in the resale 
sector caused by competi­ 
tion from new homes and 
more listings available for 
sale. In 1976, homeowners 
moving constituted 53 per 
cent of the sales In 1977, 
the actual numbers should 
increase, but the percen­ 
tage as a part of a larger 
total will decline to 45 per 
cent to 50 per cent. 
Fulton states that low in­ 
terest rates, rising rents, 
more new homes designed 
for apartment renters and 
increased incomes should 
make this segment strong 
in 1977. accounting for as 
much as 30 per cent to 35 
per cent of total sales, up 
from 25 per cent last year. 
As long as mortgage rates 
remain stable, he sees this 
portion of the market as 
being substantial 
The home renters por­ 
tion of the market should 
remain fairly stable, 
Fulton feels. The number 
of speculators renting 
homes (in many cases, at 
below-market rates) and 
relatively small rent in­ 
creases should make rental 
homes good housing 
values. Consequently, the 
incentive to move will not 
be great. This segment is 
estimated to be 8 per cent 
to 10 per cent of total sales 
in 1977. as compared to 10 
per cent in 1976. 
Equity gains will en­ 
courage townhome and 
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condominium owners to 
move up. the Walker & Lee 
executive states. This 
relatively new market of 
buyers produced 8 per cent 
of the 1976 sales and should 
increase to 10 per cent to 12 
per cent in 1977. 
F u lto n noted t h a t 
speculators or investors, 
have become a major part 
of the market for both new 
and resale homes, and in 
some new developments, 
account for as much as 50 
per cent of total sales. He 
said that, in some respects, 
speculators alleviate the 
pressure for rental hous­ 
ing. He believes that dur­ 
ing 1977, speculators 
should continue to play a 
major role in home sales, 
assuming that home ap­ 
preciation in California 
will continue, as expected, 
near the 1976 levels of 15 
per cent to 25 per cent. 


CAUTIONS BUILDERS 
Fulton cautioned the 
builders to watch out for 
three things: buying land 
and building at any price, 
the speculator dropping out 
of the market, and prices 
that even families with 
combined incomes can’t 
afford. He said: 
"The major caution for 
builders in 1977 would be to 
avoid buying land and 
building at any price 
because of the strong 
market. Buyers will con­ 
tinue to become better 
shoppers of competitive of­ 
ferings. This is particular­ 
ly true for lower-priced at­ 
tached housing competing 
with single-family resale 
homes." 
Speculators and in­ 
vestors will pose a two-fold 
danger to the housing 
market if prices begin 
leveling and appreciation 
drops to the 5 to 10 per cent 
range.

Philip’s acting career began when his parents were encouraged by 
a friend to see if he and his younger sister might find work as child 
models At the age of four, Philip began a career in commercials that 
a mature actor would envy.

Students who 
get good grades, as often as not, are kids who know how to 
outguess teachers. Unfortunately, what society wants from 
schools is ranking and evaluating people, not educating them. 
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Great numbers of Americans are turning to religion. Here are some 
celebrities who found their new faith rapidly by means of an intense 
conversion experience. They tell of the moment it happened.

Evidence of a current re­ 
ligious revival is everywhere— 
CB channels blare the “good 
news”; road signs proclaim 
“Jesus Saves” messages; a 
network of new Christian 
media is flourishing; Publish­ 
ers Weekly magazine reports 
that religious books are the 
season’s top titles; a recent 
Gallup poll indicates that 94 
percent of all Americans now 
say they believe in God or a 
universal spirit. 
The phenomenon of being 
“bom again,” of undergoing 
an intense religious conver­ 
sion that changes one’s life, is 
commonly associated with 
Southern Baptists. However, 
much recent evidence, includ­ 
ing another Gallup poll. shows 
that Protestants in various de­ 
nominations, as well as Catho 
lies and Jews, report being 
bom again. In addition, the 
born-again phenomenon seems 
to be part of a larger trend 
towards religious worship and 
church attendance among 
Americans in general. And 
some observers say that this 
itself is part of a yet larger 
trend of individuals seeking 
meaning in their lives. 
Why this sudden display of

spiritual fervor? Reverend 
Morton Kelsey notes in his 
book, Encounter W ith God, 
the need for religion during a 
time of disillusionment He 
likens the healing powers of 
religion to the positive effects 
of psychotherapy and reports 
on studies by the American 
Psychological 
Association 
which support this claim. 
Apparently, public person­ 
alities are not immune to the 
soul-searching spurred by to­ 
day’s social ills. Entertainers, 
used to a surface-skimming 
existence, are struggling for 
meaning within. As one Holly­ 
wood producer says, “I don’t 
know anyone around here who 
is not empty, who is not asking 
himself, ‘Is this all there is?’ ’’ 
Dancer Ben Vereen and 
singer Carol Lawrence have 
publicly 
acclaimed Jesus 
Christ. Former Miss America 
Phyllis George, now a network 
sportscaster, recently pro­ 
fessed her new faith. Other 
old-line entertainers, including 
Dale Evans and Pat Boone, 
have found new stardom by 
evangelizing their faith. 
In fact, conversions have be 
com e so num erous that 
Doubleday expects to publish 
a book on famous spiritual 
turnarounds. The author, Wil­ 
liam Proctor, himself a born- 
again Christian and an expert 


in the evangelical book field, 
calls the growing galaxy of 
famous new Christians “a 
grass roots movement that is 
cutting across class and de­ 
nominational distinctions.” 
Perhaps the most important 
factor for those giving testi­ 
mony is the conversion experi­ 
ence itself. Pinpointing the 
exact moment of spiritual turn­ 
around has prompted fascinat­ 
ing and often unbelievable 
accounts of being bom again. 
Some say they have met Jesus 
Christ. Others experience a 
sensation similar to an electric 
shock. In all cases the new 
believers 
experience 
over­ 
whelming feelings of love and 
joy during the conversion. 
Most celebrity evangelicals 
are eager to relate the sce­ 
nario of how they found their 
“good news.” The retelling of 
their testimonies seems to re­ 
charge them. Here is what it 
was like for some celebrities 
who have been bom again. 


Dean Jones 
The Walt Disney film veteran 
is considered somewhat of a 
guru among the newly born- 
again Christians in Hollywood. 
Just two years ago, Dean’s life 
was hitting a rocky ledge— 
both marriage and career 
were moving in senseless di­ 
rections. Then he relates, “I 


was performing in summer 
stock at a New Jersey lodge 
and had gone to my room to be 
alone. Nothing was satisfying 
me. I looked out that window 
and felt fear and confusion. 
Impulsively, 1 knelt by the bed 
and spelled out my doubts to 
God; I don’t know why 1 was 
moved to do this. I said to God, 
‘If you bring meaning in to my 
life, I’ll serve you.’ ” 
Dean describes his moment 
of spiritual “truth” as a “reacti­ 
vating of the spiritual equip­ 
ment. Language becom es 
insufficient to describe it. For 
me, there was suddenly a flow 
of energy and joy as 1 fearfully 
opened my spirit to let God 
touch me. 1 felt that I was fin­ 
ally home.” 
Dean credits the recent surge 
in his career and marriage to 
his conversion. "I doubt I’d 
be married now if the beauty 
of the Spirit had not enveloped 
me and my family. I've accepted 
Jesus Christ as the manifesta­ 
tion of God’s truth. And if 1 
thought it were in God’s plans 
for me to give up my career, I 
wouldn't hesitate for a mo­ 
ment.” 


John Naber 
At the Olympic Games last 
summer, this University of 
Southern California senior at­ 
tracted international attention 


with his swimming prowess 
that earned him four gold 
medals. But he says there was 
more than just talent on his 
side during the competition; 
“I’ve formed a personal com­ 
mitment to Jesus Christ.” John 
is sure that sharing his commit­ 
ment with other members of 
the United States team helped 
him during the Olympics. 
Just a few years ago John 
was searching for something 
meaningful in his life. After at­ 
tending a Billy Graham meet­ 
ing, John began to wake up to 
the realization of Jesus Christ. 
The actual born-again experi­ 
ence came gradually: “After 
thinking about it for three 
days, I realized I needed Jesus 
Christ, and I accepted Him. 
Now that my life has been 
turned over to Jesus Christ, I 
can function with an extra 
power bestowed by God.” 


Natalie Cole 
This rhythm and blues singer 
was unhappily living in her fa­ 
mous father’s shadow until 
two years ago when a conver­ 
sion experience changed her 
life. “Every time I got a book­ 
ing 1 was billed as ‘Nat King 
Cole’s Daughter Appearing 
Here,’ ” she says. “I was tired 
of it all and felt that there was 
nowhere left for me to go. 
F rien d s w ere not really 
friends. I had no motivation.’ 
Then came her experience 
with Jesus Christ. “It was in 
1975, and 1 had been reunited 
with my father’s family My 
aunt [now Natalie’s spiritual 
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luxurious Maryland mansion 
and have moved to Wolcott, 
Cok>., where they plan to open 
Rejoice Fellowship, a charis­ 
matic center for marriage re­ 
newal. There, they hope to 
help save troubled marriages 
through the word of Jesus. 


GaflMagruder 
D uring the harrow ing 
m onths of W atergate, Gail 
Nicholas Magruder says she 
was able to gain strength and 
direction through a spiritual 
rebirth. 
The young mother of four 
was attending a Bible fellow­ 
ship group when her husband’s 


political crisis ripped through 
her family’s life. 
Gail clearly remembers be­ 
ing bom again: “It was during 
the Congressional hearings, 
and 1 was nearing the end of 
my day’s Bible study. I was 
with 350 women, closing our 
meeting in prayer. I bowed my 
head and asked the Lord to 
come into my life and help 
me.” 
Although hers was not a 
“lightning bolt” experience, 
Gail knows that her life un­ 
equivocally changed at that 
point. “I’m filled with a new 
sense of peace,” she explains. 
Jeb Magruder also has been 


bom again. Last year, the Ma- 
gruders moved to Colorado, 
where they became involved 
in Young Life, an interfaith, 
national organization which 
helps teen-agers realize their 
self-worth. Both Jeb and Gail 
have published books on their 
spiritual experiences. A Gift 
of Love i? Gail’s testimony— 
published earlier this year by 
Lippincott. 
"Everyone must 
face a crisis in his life. . . . 
Mine just happened to be 
Watergate,” says Gail. "And 
when we do face our personal 
crisis, it’s important to know 
that there is a resource 
n m 
to call upon.”

advisor] led me to the Third 
Baptist Church in Chicago, and 
there I realized that I wanted 
to be saved. 
“They dressed me in a white 
sheet and imersed me in a huge 
tub filled with warm water. 
Suddenly I felt cleansed...ac­ 
cepted. A peaceful feeling is 
the best way to describe it. 
Someone had turned me up­ 
side down and brought me up 
again.” 
Like Dean Jones, Natalie ex­ 
perienced a career renewal 
almost immediately after being 
bom again. An album, “Insep­ 
arable,” was cut and netted 
her international rave reviews.

We’re sitting at a table in a 
restaurant on New York’s 
West Side, talking about cour­ 
age. The woman speaking is 
dressed in a sensible blue suit 
with a little tree-shaped pearl 
pin attached to its collar, and 
one can tell from her voice 
that she is a forthright person. 
She is 52 years old, but with 
her slender figure, vital eyes 
and soft, pale hair, she looks 
younger. 
This is Margaret Truman, 
concert singer, actress and 
broadcaster; best known as 
the daughter of Bess 
and 
Harry S. Truman, the 33rd 
President of the United States. 
She is also the author of 
Women of Courage, a recent 
book that examines the lives of 
12 women in American history. 
Does Margaret Truman con­ 
sider herself to be a woman 
of courage? 
“Well, I don’t know that I’ve 
ever had my courageousness 
tested. I once described myself 
as a nice, average girl who had 
been blessed with more than 
average fortune, and that’s 
true. But I know for certain 
that my mother is a woman of 
courage. It took a great deal 
of courage for her to be part 
of rough-and-tumble politics. 
She never liked it. But Mother 
kept her sense of humor and 
laughed in private at the pre­ 
tentious and the publicity 
hounds. 
‘But 1 don’t think a woman 
has to face the pressures that 
come with the Presidency to 
be courageous. I believe that 
any professional woman is a 
courageous woman. It is ter­ 
ribly difficult to balance home 
and job responsibilities, and 
often the competition with 
men is horrifying. I also think 
it takes courage to decide to 
stay at home and be a good 
housewife and mother. The 
incredible patience you need 
for that . . . I don’t have it.’’ 
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Now she asks the waiter for 
a glass of her favorite bev­ 
erage—water. “I drink count­ 
less glasses of cold water 
all during the day until my feet 
get a chill. Then I switch to 
warm water. 
“I think in many ways my 
mother is perhaps the least- 
understood member of our 
family,” she says pensively. 
“Mother has tremendous char­ 
acter, which I think the public 
sensed, but she also has a ro­ 
bust sense of humor and a 
terrific capacity for enjoying 
life. She was, is and always 
will be a lady. 
“I remember that once, 
when 1 was 11 years old, 1 
received an invitation to a 
White House dancing party. 
Naturally, I was terribly ex­ 
cited because, up to that 
point, 1 had only been to the 
White House as a tourist. But 
my mother, a little suspicious 
as to why I would be asked, 
did some investigating. She 
found that in some protocol 
bulletin or White House direc­ 
tory there was an asterisk by 
my name indicating that I was 
an eligible daughter. I wasn’t 
sure what this meant at the 
time, but it sounded good. My 
mother, however, refused to 
consider my possibilities as a 
child bride and wrote to Mrs. 
Roosevelt who was then First 
Lady, explaining that I was 
only 11 and not eligible for 
even a dancing party. 
“Now, if 1 stayed at home 
all the time, Td never get a 
word written. I have to go out, 
do things, see people. I have 
more curiosity than a tiger cat. 
1 can’t help gaping at people. 
I remember once, as a young 
girl, 1 was escorted to a night­ 
club by an admiral and eight 
other men. Clark Gable 
walked in. 1 couldn’t take my 
eyes off him. None of my 
escorts could get my attention 
for the rest of the evening. 
“The current night life scene 
also fascinates me. I’d like 


to go pub crawling with mv 
son. He’s 20, and he’s got a 
whole group of friends, and 
there are certain spots where 
they meet. It all seems to be 
very nice and quite safe.” 
Margaret Truman presently 
lives in New York City, where 
her husband, Clifton Daniel, is 
a newspaper executive. Her 
oldest son Cliff works for CBS 
Television. His younger broth­ 
ers, William, Harrison and 
Thomas, attend schools across 
the country. ‘That’s one bad 
thing about these days,” their 
mother says. “Everyone is so 
scattered. But if airplanes take 
children away, they bring them 
home again, too. We’re really 
a very close family.” 
She fixes her own family 
meals, and when old friends 
of the family want to treat her 
sons to fancy restaurant din­ 
ners, she worries that they’ll 
get too used to living high and 
mighty. She likes New York 
City and thinks it’s a good 
place to raise her children, al­ 
though a couple of things do 
bother her: “1 don’t much like 
apartments. I’ve never felt 1 
was putting down roots when 
1 lived in one. Also, the city 
does worry me sometimes. 1 
tell my sons, ‘If someone stops 
you and asks for your money, 
that’s no time to win the Pur­ 
ple Heart.’ ” 
She spends a good deal of 
her time writing, although she 
claims to be rather lazy about 
it. “You know that Scarlett 
O’Hara line, I ’ll think about it 
tomorrow’? That’s me when it 
comes to writing. I need a 
deadline staring me in the face 
before 1 get moving. 1 cer­ 
tainly do admire those people 
who can write all day, every 
day. As for me, 1 couldn’t even 
look at a typewriter at eight in 
the morning.” 
She is a fervent supporter of 
the Equal Rights Amendment. 
"1 think it is vital that women 
have equal opportunity and 
equal pay. I get furious at 


women who say they couldn’t 
think of supporting the ERA 
because it would make them 
eligible for the Armed Forces. 
I hear this all the time from 
women my age. I’ve been get­ 
ting so fed up that 1 say to 
them, ‘My dear, aren’t you a lit­ 
tle old for the Armed Forces? ’ ” 
Sometimes she works with 
theater companies, either as 
an actress or singer. Her hus­ 
band and children have no 
objections. “That’s why I hesi­ 
tate to call myself a feminist,” 
she says. “It’s true that I have 
always had a career and have 
done what I wanted. But, then, 
I have been spoiled. 1 have 
never been treated or consid­ 
ered an inferior by any man 
close to me.” 
If there is any story that 
characterizes Margaret Tru­ 
man, it is the one she tells 
about her relationship with her 
father’s mother. 
“My Grandmother Truman 
was a remarkable person, and 
it was impossible to know her 
and not be influenced by her 
marvelous personal code, 
which was based on justice, 
honor and integrity. She also 
was a very spunky little lady 
and an unreconstructed Con­ 
federate. She used to tell me 
how, as a little girl, she had to 
jump into a featherbed for 
safekeeping when the Yank­ 
ees invaded the farm. She had 
strong reactions to everything 
and one of them was being 
called ‘G ran d m o th er’ or, 
worse still, ‘Granny.’ She in­ 
sisted on being called ‘Mama,’ 
and whatever Mama wanted, 
Mama got. 
“Early in life I became aware 
that she loathed ‘Granny,’ and 
the thought of calling her that 
became irresistible to me. But 
I had a healthy respect for her 
temper, and 1 only managed to 
pull it off once. It was a Sun­ 
day afternoon when I was 
about four years old. 1 was 
feeling especially full of my­ 
self. I waited until I was safely 
in the back seat of the car and 
Daddy had already started the 
motor. Then, I rolled down the 
window, stuck my head out, 
and shouted, ‘Good-bye, Gran 
nyl’ at the top of my lungs. 
Fortunately, at this juncture 
the gears meshed and we 
rolled away, or I daresay 
Mama Truman would have 
yanked me out of the car and 
given me what-for. 
“She didn’t hesitate to do so 
later,” Margaret Truman says 
matter of-factly.

THE QUEEN IS 
A SEASONED 
TRAVELER 


Queen Elizabeth has reigned 
in the fashion of a jetsetting 
monarch, meeting many 
surprises along the way.

Date: February 6,1952 
Time: Twilight 
Place: The airport near Nyeri, Kenya 


Waiting on the airfield is a small, un­ 
pressurized Dakota. Walking toward it 
is a 25-year-old woman accompanied 
by her tall, handsome husband and a 
few aids. Who is she? At two o’clock 
that very afternoon, with the news of 
the death of her father in far-off Lon­ 
don, she had become Elizabeth 11, 
Queen of England. 
A dramatic and historic moment, but 
as the new Queen entered the plane, 
it signaled not only the beginning of a 
new reign but also the beginning of 
countless miles of travel that would 
take Elizabeth around the world the 
equivalent of 16 times! Besides all the 
obvious places, she’s been to Nigeria, 
Fiji, the Caicos Islands, India, Gambia, 
the Seychelles and Hong Kong, where 
an enterprising dressmaker ran her up 
some extra summer dresses. 
She has traveled by road, rail, sea 
and air, her body shot full of vaccines 
against polio, smallpox, typhoid and 
yellow fever. She has flown in every­ 
thing from that wartime Dakota to the 
latest jets (though not yet in a super­ 
sonic Concorde), ridden in everything 
from an armor plated limousine to an 
old-fashioned, open-topped motor 
coach. 
For the most part, of course, the 
Queen travels in regal luxury. The 
royal yacht has been termed ”a floating 
palace,'' and so it is. The dining room, 
with its ebony-edged table, can seat 60. 
The royal cabins are furnished with 
beds, not bunks. (But only single beds, 
a problem which was deftly overcome 
by lashing two together when the 
Queen loaned the yacht to Princess 
Anne and Mark Phillips for their 
honeymoon.) 
Today the Queen thinks nothing of 
flying back and forth across the At­ 
lantic. In fact, most of her major tours 
now start and end with a jetliner, its 
interior specially converted to provide 
her with a small dining room, a sitting 
room with sofas that turn into beds at 
night/and two postage-stamp dressing 
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rooms with built-in closets. At home, 
for shorter trips, she has at last count 
three Hawker Siddeley 748’s and two 
Westland helicopters. 
She also has suffered hardships and 
benefits unknown to the ordinary, non­ 
royal traveler. Ever wonder why she 
always wears gloves? If she didn’t, her 
right hand would quickly be rubbed 
raw with handshaking. (She once un 
derwent the ordeal of 2,000 hand 
shakes in nonstop succession at a 
reception in Washington. In Australia, 
on another occasion, she was seen 
visibly to wince as her entire hand was 
engulfed in the massive, toughened 
mitt of a professional sheep shearer.) 
And why is she never sunburned? Be 
cause cosmetics have been especially 
designed for her. 
Royal tours are planned with all the 
thoroughness of a military operation 
Nevertheless, things still go wrong from 
time to time—as when the Queen 
landed at Dubrovnik in Yugoslavia only 
to find that the official welcoming com 
mittec had transferred to Titograd 
under the impression that her flight was 
being diverted there. 
There also have been laughs from 
time to time. In Japan, for instance, in 
order not to embarrass the Queen, it 
was decided that girl pearl divers, in­ 
stead of working topless as usual, 
would wear overalls of white cotton. 
Someone forgot, however, that white 
cotton is transparent when wet. The 
Queen looked hurriedly away as the 
girls surfaced, but Philip grinned at the 
unexpected spectacle. And like many 
less regal travelers, the Queen has a 
collection of home movies to remind 
her of her travels. 
She also has experienced many 
strange tastes during her years of 
travel. In Fiji she sampled both raw 
fish and kava, a local drink which one 
of her party told us tasted like soapy 
water. In the Seychelles she tried coco 
de-mer, supposedly the “ forbidden 
fruit” with which Eve tempted Adam 
in the Garden of Eden. The results are 
unknown. Unlike us, however, this has 
all been done without once having to 
show a passport.

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HOW TO MAKE EFFECTIVE 
DECISIONS MORE EASILY 


Many obstacles keep us from deciding matters in our own 
best interests. Our timing may be bad, or we may 
not distinguish among different kinds of decisions. 


The seed to be always right. Some 
folks can’t make up their minds—even 
on such minor matters as which movie 
to see, where to go on vacation—be­ 
cause they are afraid they may make a 
mistake. Few matters, however, are so 
critical that they can’t survive a wrong 
choice. What a perfectionist can’t stand 
is losing face with himself. Some thera­ 
pists say that considering everything a 
matter of life and death is a throwback 
to early childhood, when we subcon­ 
sciously fear that the slightest mistake 
may cost us parental love. 
Confastog objective and subjective 
questions. Some decisions should be 
made on the basis of facts, others on 
feelings. When we fail to keep the two 
separate, our motives for deciding get 
clouded. For instance, if we let our de­ 
sire for a luxury sports car mix with the 
facts of our bank account, we may wind 
up buying a car we can’t afford. 
Fear of commitment. To some peo­ 
ple a decision is not so much a choice 
as it is a wall—something that makes 
them feel closed in, powerless to make 
changes. Yet few decisions are irrevo­ 
cable. And the ability to change a deci­ 
sion is a sign of exploration and 
personal growth. 


How to Improve Your 
Dedskm-Making Ability 
Make a let of a> the “proa” and 
“com” for a given choice. Seeing the 
possible consequences in black and 
white often helps clarify the problem. 
Do a good job of research. The more 
facts you have, the easier it often is to 
reach a decision. 
Try arbitrarfly to limit (or expand) 
yoar alternatives. If you must select a 
new living-room carpet, say, and you 
are bewildered by the choices avail­ 
able, narrow them down to the three 
you like best and decide a m o n g them. 
Conversely, if you don’t like either of 
two courses of action, see if you can 
widen your options. 
Set a reasonable ilr a lir for deci­ 
sions, especially if you tend to postpone 
making them. Fast is not always better 
than slow, but a deadline can force you 
to come to grips with the facts. 
Make believe you have decided al­ 
ready and try to imagine how the 
choice feels. Or actealy try oat yoar 
decision on a temporary basis—rent a 
house before buying it, take a weekend 
trip with another couple before going 
off with them on a month's vacation. 
Doa’t ir ride minor mailers the same 
way you decide major ones. Most of us 
do just that, and it is important not to 
get locked into a routine 
pattern of decision-making.

Bill 
Grant's prompt acceptance of a specu­ 
lative proposition was not evidence of 
decisiveness so much as of his inability 
to handle indecision. Bill, like many 
businessmen, feared to seem doubtful. 
And Jenny Hart—though she had good 
clothes sense and money sense—un­ 
consciously still wanted her mother to 
make decisions for her.

lere is good health advice on keeping warm—and safe—in cold weather, 
recognizing a common medical problem and skiing without hurting yourself. 


Ever wonder why your 
ieighbor never seems to feel 
e cold? He can shovel snow 
shirtsleeves, and you 
e when you open the 
efrigerator door. Well, maybe 
e knows something about 
ndressing for winter that you 
lon’t. 
First, your hands and feet— 
nd to a lesser extent, your 
rms, and legs—act as radi- 
tors. They make up almost 
alf the total body surface 
rom which you lose heat. So 
f you keep your hands and 
eet warm, the rest of you will 
tay warm. Wearing warm 
loves and footgear that help 
lock in body heat is 
ore than half the battle. 
The “layered look’ is a big 
elp, too. What retains body 
eat is layers of clothing that 
an trap the heat in the air 
paces between layers. Two 
thin sweaters are often better 
than one thick one. Layers of 
cloth with air between have 
made two-thickness cotton 
longjohns even warmer than 
the old wooly kind. But 
mothers who act on the theory 
that if two layers are good, 
four are better for their 
toddlers have a surprise—and 
probably a cold—coming. 
Overheating sets in, the body 
thermostat runs haywire and 
—gesundheit!—Junior misses 
a week of school. 
Your clothing should be 
loose, too—at least loose 
enough to permit circulation of 
your nice warm blood all over 
the body. Tight clothing at the 
wrists can cut down circula­ 
tion. Although this can prevent 
you from losing body heat 
through the hands, it can also 
cause you—over long periods 
in particularly cold outdoor 
situations—to lose a finger or 
two. So be sure your layered 
look is loosely fitted. Finally, 
water-repellent fabric and 
shoes are best for outer wear, 
since wetness conducts cold 
much better than does air.

The more “elastic” your body, 
the less likely a fall will break 
it up. Equipment that fits you 
also is important. Recreational 
skiers are using skis two or 
three inches shorter—lighter, 
more maneuverable, safer— 
than they did a few years ago. 
Improved antifriction discs 
and bindings make it easier for 


bindings to release the boot in 
case of a fall. If your weight 
has changed much, however, 
bindings will need adjustment. 
Protect against cold by 
wearing layers of loose-fitting 
clothing. Moisture speeds 
frostbite, so stay dry. Use face 
cream to protect yourself 
against frostbite and snow- 


“Watch Out— 
You’ll Get A Hernia!” 
“Don’t pick up that carton,” 
the warning goes. “You’ll get 
a hernia!” Maybe so, maybe 
not. It all depends on what 
you call a hernia, and not even 
doctors agree. Our bodies are 
made up of a bony skeleton, 
with muscles draped over it. 
The muscles provide an 
enclosure for the organs 
within, but sometimes the 
enclosure is imperfect. Then, 
some of the inside organs can 
slip through to the outside. 
Some doctors say the organ 
that slips through is a hernia. 
Others save that term for the 
weak place in the muscle wall. 
Still others contend the hernia 
is the protruding organ and 
the weak spot. No matter. 
Almost all doctors agree on 
what to do. 
By far, the most common 
, 
location for a hernia is in the 
groin—for some reason, more 
often on the right side than 
on the left. 
How do you recognize a 
hernia? They look like simple 
swellings in places where 
there wasn’t one before. They 
often develop gradually, with 
the swelling increasing in size 
over months or years. If the 
lump can be gently pushed 
back inside the abdomen, the 
hernia is said to be reducible. 
Such a hernia rarely causes 
* 
pain or discomfort. If the lump 
can’t be pushed back, it’s 
incarcerated. Finally, if the 
swelling cuts off the blood 
supply to the incarcerated 
organ, the hernia is strangu 
lated. Lack of blood can cause 
the organ—and, if steps are 
not taken immediately, the 
patient, too—to die. 
Surgery is the preferred 
treatment for hernias. Since 
there is no need to enter the 
abdominal cavity itself to do 
the repair, such surgery 
usually is not difficult. It’s not 
risky in healthy babies, who 
can have it a day or two 
after birth and still go home 
with Mama at the regular time. 
The older the patient, the 
slower the healing, but sur­ 
gery on the usual groin hernia 
is not very risky in older 
patients, either.

TRUE OR FALSE? 
1. The notion that a person is in greater 
danger during a full moon because 
crimes and acts of violence increase 
during that period has no basis in 
scientific fact. 
2. Introverts, who tend to be introspec­ 
tive and more given to thought than to 
action, are more likely to become in­ 
volved in criminal or antisocial be­ 
havior than are extroverts. 
3. The causes of pyromania—the un­ 
controllable impulse to set things afire 
—are extremely difficult for experts to 
understand. 
4. Many crimes would never be com­ 
mitted were it not for the indirect 
cooperation of the victim. 
5. How much sympathy a crime victim 
receives depends on how good-looking 
he or she happens to be. 
6. For a crime such as robbery or as­ 
sault to occur, nothing facilitates the 
meeting of both criminal and victim 
more than overindulgence in alcohol. 


ANSWERS 
1. False. A year long study by a team of 
Edgecliff College (Cincinnati) behavior 
specialists of over 34,000 criminal of­ 
fenses reveals that robbery, assault, 
rape, burglary, larceny, theft, drunken­ 
ness and disorderly conduct occurred 
significantly more frequently during the 
full-moon phase than at other times of 
the month. Only homicides were less 
frequent during the full-moon phase. 
The investigators concluded that the 
results support further exploration and 
research related to cosmic influences 
on man’s behavior.” 
2. False. Dr. H. J. Eysenck, Professor 
of Psychiatry at the University of Lon 
don, has conducted extensive studies of 
the life styles, personality tendencies 
and incidents of criminal offenses of 
these two personality types. His find 
ings show that the typical extrovert is 
far more likely to run afoul of the law 
and become involved in various forms 


of crime and delinquency than the 
typical introvert. 
3. True. As psychologist David Lester 
observed after evaluating the findings 
of leading studies on the subject, 
“There is very little data to indicate 
why the behavior of fire-setting was 
chosen by the people studied. It ap 
pears, however, that the handling of 
aggression is difficult for fire-setters 
and that their setting of a fire is in part 
a displacement of anger felt toward 
others.” But Lester is careful to note 
that many of the factors which trigger 
the impulse to set things afire have yet 
to be understood fully. 
4. True. Studies at Edinburgh Uni­ 
versity have demonstrated that just as 
some people are accident-prone others 
are victim-prone, and that in many in­ 
stances the victim, sometimes uncon­ 
sciously, contributes to the pattern of 
circumstances that ultimately make him 
the recipient of punishing or exploitive 
actions by others. If potential victims 
would take reasonable precautions to 
avoid exposing themselves unneces­ 
sarily to dangerous situations, they 
would be much safer. 
5. True. A California State University 
study titled Reactions to Victims and 
Defendants of Varying Degrees of 
Attractiveness reveals "a curious bias 
in which the subjects’ impressions 
seemed to be considerably more nega­ 
tive toward an unattractive victim than 
toward an attractive one but only 
slightly more negative toward an unat­ 
tractive defendant than an attractive 
defendant.”

6. True. A university study of the rela­ 
tionship between crimes, victims and 
alcohol shows that overindulgence in 
liquor can predispose the Individual to 
become a victim or make him commit 
criminal offenses ranging from homi­ 
cide or assault to crimes against 
property. The university study also 
notes that "criminals will often choose 
their victims . . just because

I can feel those precious 
metals in my bones.” She hasn’t gotten 
rich yet, but she still has hopes. “I’m wait­ 
ing for the fat cats with money to come 
along and invest in my mines. I’m sitting 
on top of rich veins of gold, silver, plati­ 
num, mercury and magnetite.” She drives 
her pickup to her various mining proper- 
| ties—horizontal shafts 50 and 60 feet into

“ Hollywood starlet in 1927, Dale King also 
. was a successful dress designer and 
3 interior decorator for years. 


Study The Facts Before Buying 
If you’re confronted with a store full of 
stereo systems or a lineup of washing 
machines or a showroom full of cars, 
which of the many choices should you 
buy? How can you tell which is most de­ 
pendable and capable of doing the best 
possible job? 
• The first thing to do is to visit a store or 
showroom well stocked with different 
brands. The purpose of this visit is to get 
some feel for products, prices and differ­ 
ent features. Listen to the sales clerk, jot 
down some prices and model names and 
numbers, but don’t buy. 
• Next, go to a library and ask for Con­ 
sumers Index to Product Evaluation. 
This index selects 110 magazines as well 
as books and pamphlets for information 
on product performance. Likely places to 
find it are libraries of large universities 
and central branches of municipal librar­ 
ies. If you can’t get the index, go to one 
of the county extension offices jointly run 
by the U.S. Department of Agriculture and 
county and state governments all over the 
country. These offices are staffed with 
home economists who can give general 
advice and also make available Govern­ 
ment information pamphlets on virtually 
any subject. 
• The final step, of course, is to go back 
to the store but, this time, armed with 
information. 


Mother’s R e m e d y Is A Little Weird 
In this season of colds and f lus, a Maryland 
newspaper asked its readers for some 
home remedies—the kind Mom used to 
treat them with. “A teaspoon of brown 
sugar with a few drops of kerosine,” is 
just the beginning of one woman’s remedy 
for a sore throat. “Then,” she wrote, 
“take your left stocking off and turn it 
wrong side out and tie it around your 
neck." For congested lungs, another lady 
said her mother used to “render fat from 
a polecat and rub it on the chest. It wil 
cure a cold, but you sure will have a foul 
odor.” A man wrote that he was brought 
up to eat a raw onion every day to ward 
off the flu. But he warned that there may 
be side effects: "You may lose friends 
and close contacts with people.

Pediatricians 
perpetuate the idea that normal toddlers 
need stiff shoes to guide them from the 
crawling to the walking phase, when 
actually they would develop more muscle
